CaHey, the firftman of tlio pu«lior, 
dropped down to the roadbed and 
t-anm up to the tiny Htatiou, where 
a liriKht eyed l)oy of K! was euBerly 
watchinj? his approach.

SIMILAR TO RECENT CASE. 

The men went to the office of the 
hotel and askeii for a room. They 
were assigned to No. 27, on the 
third floor of the building, a few 
doors east of the room where Henry 
Kellcrhouse and Ja<H)b Duntz were 
found suffocated on the morning of 
November 4lh. As in the other case 
Ihe gas jet was found ttirned on, 
and there was a very nowerful 
odor of gas when Prt)prielor Haver- 
ly and Joseph Coalea, the l»ell boy, 
tried to arouse the two men. 



LIFELESS WHEN FOUND. 

Upon investigation it was found 
that Burnham and Sullivan were 
apparently lifeless. Coroner's l*hy- 
sician Carruth was nolifted, as well 
as the police, and when the cor- 
oner's physician arrived he tried 
lo resuseitate the men, as it was 
believe<i there might be a chance, 
but Ihe efforts of Ihe physician 
were in vain. 

When Ihe clothin;; of the men 
was searched it was found that 
there were a number of slips of 
paper in the pickets with writing 
thereon, and upon inquiry it was 
ascertained that the men used the 
slips as a means of conversation, as 
they were both deaf and dumb. 
Tho slii>8 of paper asked for a 
room, and one of the slips staled 
that tho two had tried to get a loom 
in a number of hotels, but were 
told that the hotels were all filletl. 

COULD NOT AROUSE THEM. 

Another part of the story which 
was learned was that the two 
young men left word to l>e called 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning, 
but when Joseph Coatea, the bell 
boy, went to the room he couhl get 
no answer and told the cleik, 
Medore Carriere. It was thought 
that the men would awaken them- 
selves, and they were allowed to 
remain unilisiurlwd.

It is propoHod to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Tliomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a I'arish 
Huilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tho present Church 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenly-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of snoh a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edidceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the erilent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped duiing his lifetime to see the 
erection of this l)uilding, which 
would hav<5 completed tlie church 
with whicli liis name has always 
been as.sooiated. This was not per- 
niilted, and it in suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work l)e now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
tho deaf mules. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground alioul forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial ntteds of, tho 
deaf-mutes of N(»w York. 'I'he 
amount required for " Tho Gallau- 
det Memorial l^irish Building" will 
be almut $30,CU0, and the Iniilding 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conjipicuous monument 
lo him whose life was devolnd lo tho 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
